Cnivyeone, Wyo., LL. — Pee bearer of 
the news ef tie strocious iessucre of a 
part: ot Fr neh /ouriats in the Yulluwstone 
No ional Park, heard the story in Canyon 
Ci'y, anew micing town newr the park, 
where Hon. RK Perry, the guide and sole 
survivor, reported the slaughter, Ferry 
Bass his charges, incinding M. La Chmire 
and wife, J. Niocent oud wite, au. taul 
Gero, turf Mine. Vincent, extered 
the service of the sivitseers at Virginia 
City, Mont., contracting to show them 
through the part in violation of the Unit- 
ed States statutes. The strange:s wera 
very wealthy, and suid they had journeyed 
overland from San Francisco for the ex- 
press purpose of going through the park 
daring the absenve of the horde of sum- 
mer excursionisi+. The party enjoyed 
themselves huyely in the park, affiating 
with the poachi rs, who were slaughtering 
game for b> des, ‘Their camp was always 
tue bevdquarters tor professional hunters, 
whom ‘hev supplied wich business, The 
guits’s story of tne murder, which he ways 
was eommitted by Indians, is a most ura- 
phic recital, Just betore dawn, on the 
day of the murder, bicod curdling yells 
and a fasilade of shots were heard and 
roused Ferry.
